All interesting report of the straw 
hat industry of Tuscany by Mr. Lin- 
ard, of the Britisli consiilate general 
at Florence, has reeemly heen piil)- 
lisli by the foreign oHice, 
says 
the 
London Times. 
The industiy is of 
considerable antiquity, and was of 
some importance at the close of the 
sixteenth century, when it was car­ 
ried on at Sign a, a village near Flor­ 
ence, the straw being imported. 
In 
1718 attem jhs were first 
matle 
to 
grow the wheat in a ])artieidar way, 
so as to procure a line white 
straw 
suitable for ])lanting.

were 
successful, ami, the fasliion for wear­ 
ing the so-called ]ieghorii hats ex-

tending, the industry hecame highly 
prosperous, and in 18 2*3 gave enqJoy- 
inent to 8 0,000 perosns. 
In 18 20 it 
sulTered greatly l)y the introduction 
in Fngland of the maniifaetnre of a 
particular style of hat with Floren­ 
tine braids, but it revived with the 
discovered of the svstem of 1 1 straw 
braids by which 
11 straws or ends 
were joined together so as to form an 
extended sheet of ])laited work . Ahi- 
rions other improvements led to the 
invention of the onee-famons 
cap- 
potte, or T.eghorn hat in 18 braids, 
ill tlie shape of a sugar-loaf, and rnadi* 
of 12T) or 8 00 strips of braid, 
ddiese 
hats, when in 
fashion, 
sometimes 
cost from £ 10 to £88 each.

the irulnstrv reached its zenith, and 
of late years, owing to

Freezing Procassos Used by Engi- 
nBsrs for Exc.ivation. 
In niining for gold in Siberia th« ' 
ground is k (‘pt elt ar of snow, so as to 
permit the cold to penetrate as deeply 
as ])Ossible, after which tlie surface 
is thawed by lires until a shallow layei 
of earth can lie removed. 
1 1 n^ free::- 
ing is then allowed to proceed, and 
tlie thawing operaticm rejieated, atid 
this is continued as long as the cob! 
weatlicr lasts. 
In this way, through 
the long Siberian winters, opi'ii ex­ 
cavations are made to th.e goid-ljenr- 
ing rock s, the dejitli attained lieing 
from 25 to 75 feet, according to tlie 
duration of the cold season. 
Ariiiicial cold for pnr]H)ses of ex­ 
cavation was used first by I’oetscli in 
18 8 8 ; by this well-k nown ])i’Ocess of 
the circulation of cold brine through 
a scries of buried ]>ipes the most dil- 
licnlt (piick sand mav he made hard 
enough to be excavated lik e rock . In 
the article under consideration are 
given general illustrations and de­ 
tails of the apparatus used in sink ing 
the shaft at the Conrrieres mines, to­ 
gether with formulas enabling tlie 
safe thick ness of frozen wall to l )0 
computed for round or Sipiarc shafts 
of any* given dimensions. 
xVrnong the imjiortant applicaiions 
of the freezing process are noted the 
sink ing of the shafts for the cylinders 
of the hydraulic elevator for the canal 
lift of a LesFonntinettes, and tin* con­ 
struction of a tunnel at Stock holm. 
T he latter work was executed entirely 
by the introduction of cold air into 
the work ing clianilier at the head of 
the tunnel, the cold preventing the
